ON BIG 4 NEAR NINTH AT NOON 


He Fails to Note Approaching Car 


While "Hying Switch" is Being 


Made. 


HE HAS BEEN IN HARD LUCK 


Mother-in-Law, Came to Visit This 


Morn, Planned to Surprise 
Vic- 


tim—Had Premonition. 


Thomas Petty, age thirty, living at 


840 West Third street, 
walked in 


front of a running box car, just a few 
feet south of the intersection of the 
Big Four railroad and Ninth stree; 
today at noon while a "flying switch* 
was 'being made, and was knoekec 
down and his right leg cut off just be- 
low the hip. His chances for reeov- 
er\T are decidedly poor. 


"The chances are about fifty to 


one against him/' said Dr. J. C. Sex- 
ton, the Big Four physician, after he 
had finished amputating the leg. Dr. 
D. D. VanOsdol and Dr. Lowell 31. 
Green assisted in the operation. 


It was explained by-the physicians 


that he was likely to die from the 
shock occasioned by the 
accident. 


"It is probable," said 
one of the 


physicians, "that he will suffer a 
hemorrhage, brought on by the shock, 
that will result fatally." 


Petty owes his life to the fact that 


the car wheel did not pass a few 
inches farther up his leg and sever 
the main artery. 
It is said 
this 


would have resulted in his 
death. 


When the three physicians first arriv- 
ed at first glance the}' all expressed 
the 'belief that he would not live un- 
til he could be removed to his home. 
He was taken to his residence in Wy- 
att's motor truck, and Dr. Green sat 
by Petty's head with his band on the 
victim's pulse all the time. 


Petty exhibited rare 
nerve. He 


never lost consciousness during the 
long and trying ordeal of more than 
an hour before he was put under the 
influence of the anesthetic so the op- 
eration could be performed.. He was 
given two or three hypodermics but 
they had little effect. He talked in- 
telligently of the mishap. When Pet- 
ty was carried into the house on a 
cot he persisted in holding his head 
up and staring about. 


There is a pathetic phase to the 


mishap besides 1he bare fact that a 
man suffered untold agony and may 
die. Petty has been in hard luck all 
summer. HP only recently obtained a 
^ob in the filling room at the Park 
furniture factory at eight dollars a 
week, after having been out of work 
for months. He formerly was a sec- 
tion laborer on the railroad. And he 
has a young wife, who was hysterical 
after the accident, and a year-old 
babe, Darwin, who is ;°nst learning to 
walk. 


Mrs. Luella 
Clarkson of I/ovett, 


Jennings county, Indiana, mother of 
Mrs. Petty, came this morning for a 
visit with her daughter and son-in- 
law. She was preparing to give Pet- 
ty a hearty .greeting when he arrived 
home for dinner. It was to be a snr- 
pris* because she was an unexpected 
guest. 


"Mrs. Clarkson hid behind the door 


at a few minutes after twelve, ex- 
pecting her son-in-law to come in at 
any moment, and she planned 
to 


spring out and frighten him. Fifteen 
minutes passed and Petty did not 
show up for the noonday meat 


But Mrs. Clarlcson had a premoni- 


tion that something terrible had hap- 
pened. 


"I am afraid Tom has been hurt,' 


said Mrs. Clarks^on, addressing the 
remark to her daughter as she emerg- 
ed from behind the door. 


She had no more than expressed 


the thought and the two women hat 
begun to feel or realize some impend- 
ing calamity, when Mrs. .Ed Sloan 
838 West Third street, a next door 
neighbor, stepped into the house and 
told them that Petty had been hit by 
a train and both legs cut off. It was 
first reported that both legs had been 
severed. 


Mrs. Petty, with her year-old bo\ 


in her arms, rushed down the street, 
screaming and .crying, her mother 
following close on .her • heels. 
She 


cried out for her daughter to stop, 
fearing, she said, that she might in- 
jure her own child while in such a 
state of mind. Mrs. Petty was final- 
ly caught and brought back home and 
prepared for 
the

Since the organization of the Bull 


Moose party Buggie has been a plain, 
unvarnished Bull Mooser. He has 
never pretended that he intended to 
support President Taft. He was in 
Kushville the other day sounding the 
publisher of the Daily Republican, 
and "feeling out" the political senti- 
ment generally over the 
city. He 


was asked by several Republicans to 
explain his position. He didn't know 
other than he was for Roosevelt be- 
fore the nomination, he was still for 
him. 
and the only excuse he could 


have for leaving the Republican par- 
ty in order to support the mainspring- 
of the Bull Moose party was to raise 
the cry that President Taft's nomi- 
nation was stolen. He would not dis- 
cuss the grounds for his position, but 
merely asserted that the nomination 
was stolen. 


Local Republicans point out that 


Mr. Buggie could not be an honorable- 
man and pursue any cours'e other 
than he did. He was elected as a 
Roosevelt elector, and if he intended 
to stand as he was elected, thev say, 
he could do nothing -but resign, be- 
cause the Republican electors are 
supposed to vote for President Taft, 
the only nominee of the Republican 
party, and they would not be serving 
the will of the electorate if they re- 
mained on the Republican ticket and 
then voted for the nominee of another 
party.

New York, Aug. 20.—On the wa; 


from Albany to this city Sam Schepps 
confessed to District Attorney Whit 
man that he and Jack Rose paid thi 
murderers of Herman Rosenthal with 
Lieutenant Becker's money, and tha 
he had been the messenger between 
Becker and Rose while Rose was in 
hiding. 


As soon as the train bearing Mr 


Whitman and Schepps got here detec 
tives acting under orders from Com 
missioner Waldo and Second Deput 
Dougherty to deliver Schepps at po 
lice headquarters, made two attempt 
to take the informer away from th 
district attorney. Mr. Whitman warn 
ed the detectives that if they laid 
finger on Schepps they would be ar 
rested for oppression. 


They backed down and reported 


Commissioner Waldo, Tjtho rescinde 
the order. But by that time the 
former had been rushed by Whitman' 
men to the West Side court, arraigne 
for vagrancy and held for one week— 
long enough, for the district attorney' 
purpose to work out. 


The efforts to snatch Schepps from 


the district attorney forced the firs 
open clash between the police depar

tepublican Senator Has Telegraphed 


to Arthur Brisbane For Original 
Copies of Archbold Letters Showing 
Alleged Payments to Senator Pen- 
rose'in Connection With Memorable 
Campaign of 1904. 


Washington, Aug. 20.—In the Pen- 


rose-Standard Oil campaign ^contribu- 
tion case there are further interesting 
developments. 
Senator 
Penrose's 


friends are saying that not only the 
125,000 contribution by John D. Arch- 
jold was used in the interests of The- 
odore Roosevelt's candidacy for re- 
election, but that Senator Penrose 
raised all told $700,000 for use in pro- 
moting the Republican cause, includ- 
ing the election of Colonel Roosevelt, 
in Pennsylvania in 1904. 


It is learned that a Republican sen- 


ator has telegraphed to Arthur Bris- 
bane, asking for the original copnes 
of the John D. Archbold letters show- 
Ing payments to Senator Penrose. Ap- 
parently certain senators desire to 
Investigate the matter with a view to 
moving for an official inquiry. 


Senator Penrose himself, however, 


has indicated that it probably will not 
become necessary for any senators to 
urge him in making disclosures in re- 
gard to these Standard Oil payments. 
It is believed here that Mr. Penrose 
will either take the floor of the senate 
and make a speech, or ask to be called 


a witness before the senate com- 


mittee which is now investigating the 
campaign contributions of 1904 and 
1908. Senator Penrose has returned 
to Washington and will hold confer- 
nces with several of his friends and 
will determine upon a coursa of &c 
action. 


The news that Senator Penrose 


raised $700,000 to carry Pennsylvania 
in 1904 -was received with great in- 
terest here. 
Benjamin B. Odell. has 


testified that $500,000 was contributed 
by the national committee alone for 
expenditure in New York state anil 
that he raised $200,000 in addition to 
the funds from the national commit- 
tee. 
Thesfe figures indicate that it 


cost the Republicans in 1904 a total of 
$1,400.000 in these two states alone. 


While Senator Penrose is engaging 


Colonel Roosevelt's attention, Sena- 
tor LaFollette is preparing to reiter- 
ate with decidedly more emphasis his 
demand that Colonel Roosevelt dis- 
close the contributions to his primary 
campaign. 
Senator LaFollette will 


renew this demand upon the colonel 
In the forthcoming issue of his maga- 
zine.

Parker Breaks News to 
Governor Marshall. 


URGE CROWD WAS PRESENT

President Urges Congress to 


Respect Treaty, 


Washington, Aug. 20.—A special 


message on the Panama bill has been 
sent to congress by President Taft. 
He urges the passage by congress of a 
joint resolution which will make It ap- 
parent before the world that the 
United States had no intention of vio- 
lating 
the Hay-Pauncefote treaty. 


This resolution, In the president's 
opinion, should take the form of a 
declaration, that the present legisla- 
tion will not supersede 
any treaty 


rights conferred by the Hay-Paunce- 
fote convention. The president would 
leave it to the United States supreme 
court to construe the treaty and de- 
termine whether or not the graning of 
free oils to American ships in the 
coast-wise trade constituted a viola- 
tion of it. 


The free tolls provision is the only 


objection that the president cites to 
the bill as it has been laid before him. 


The Democratic leaders of the house 


will refuse a resolution such as the 
president suggests, and his 
effort 


along this line will undoubtedly fail. 


What the president will do when 


congress turns down his joint resolu- 
tion has not been definitely settled. 


The United States navy will get 


only one battleship from 'congress at 
this session. The conference report 
on the naval appropriation bill provid- 
ing one battleship to cost $15,000,000 
and eight submarines was accepted 
by the senate, that body receding 
from its amendment providing for two 
battleships. 


Pretty University Park In Indianapolis 


Overflowed With Admiring Hoosiers 
Who Had Gathered There to Hear 
the Chief Executive of Their State 
Notified-of the Honor Which Came 
to Him at Baltimore Convention. 


Indianapolis, Aug. 20.—Governor 


Thomas R. Marshall this afternoon, 
In the presence of a large crowd of ad- 
miring fellow Hoosiers and a goodly 
delegation of prominent Democrats 
representing all parts of the country, 
was notified of his nomination as vice 
presidential candidate of the Demo- 
cratic party. 


The notification ceremonies were 


conducted from a large platform erect- 
ed in front ot the Indiana Democratic 
club house overlooking University 
park, in the central portion of the city, 
the park overflowing with the crowd 
that had assembled for the occasion. 
The downtown section of the city was 
profusely decorated 
for the event, 


thousands of Wilson and Marshall pic- 
tures and banners •contributing to the 
decorative features. 


The meeting was called to order by 


Thomas Taggart, national committee- 
man for Indiana, who introduced 
Judge Alton B. Parker of New York, 
Democracy's candidate for president 
In 1904, who, aa chairman of the noti- 
fication committee appointed by the 
Baltimore convention, made the ad- 
dress informing Governor Marshall of 
the honor conferred upon him. When 
the applause following this announce- 
mnt had subsided, the nominee re- 
sponded at length, departing but few 
times from the terms of his set ad- 
dress. 
Governor Marshall was lis- 


tened to with the closest attention and 
was given a rousing demonstration at 
the close of his address. 


At the close of the. meeting the vis- 


itors were taken in automobiles for 
a ride about town and stopped at the 
home of Governor Marshall, in North 
Pennsylvania street, where a recep- 
tion was held.

FIGHT RENEWED 


Congress Determined to Abolish Com- 


merce Court. 


Washington, Aug. 20.—The senate 


repassed tha legislative, executive and 
Judicial appropriation bill which was 
vetoed by President Taft. 
The bill 


contains a provision abolishing the 
commerce court, but the clause limit- 
ing the tenure of office of government 
clerks to seven years waa eliminated 
In the house committee. It was be- 
cause of these two provisions that 
President Taft failed to sign the meas- 
ure. 
The provision appropriating- 


$100,000 for the extension of the for- 
eign trade of the government has also 
been omitted from the bill. 


The measure passed by the senate 


is the identical one to the legislative 
bill which was enacted by the house 
last Saturday night For this reason 
a conference will not be necessary, 
and the measure goes direct to the 
president for the second time. Mr. 
Taft will again veto the bill and an 
attempt will be made in both houses 
to abolish the commerce court over his 
veto.

SHOWS HiS IRON HAND 


fleager Reports From China Indicate 
That Country Again Is on Verge of 
Revolution Following Reign of Drum- 
head Executions and Assassinations 
in Which Even the Man Who Gave 
the Republic to Yuan Falls.

San Francisco, Aug. 20.—Receipt of 


able nbws that Dr.'Sun Yat Sen had 
>eeu assassinated soon after he set 
mt from Shanghai for Peking, has 
greatly excited the Young Chinasasso- 
ciation of San Francisco. 
The asso- 


•iation at once communicated with 
he Chinese minister in Washington 
and received a telegram that he ES 
well as the state department had re- 
:eived similar messages that Sun was 
dead. The message from tb« Chinese 
minister said that the state depart- 
ment had vainly spent several hours 
rying to confirm the cable. One of 
he officers of the Young China asso- 
ciation said: 
"When we read that 


Dr. Sun Yat Sen had left Shanghai to 
go to Peking to allay the excitement 
caused by the execution of Chang 
Chen Wu, we feared for his safety. 
We knew when he set out that he took 
lis life in his hands. Our cable from 
Shanghai said that he left without the 
usual guard. 


"If he wag assassinated the crime 


mas' be traced to Yuan Shin Kai, who 
s jealous of the ascendancy of Sun 
and would like to see him out of the 
way." 


Sun Yat Sen was the prime organ- 


zer of the successive revolutions 
which put an end to the Manchu rule 
n the Chinese empire. He was the 
provisional president of the newly 
'ormed republic, held the control of it 
'or six weeks, and then sent word to 
Yuan Shih Kai to come to Nankin ar-' 
be elected regularly the president ; 
he republic of China. From all tha 
las come to the western world, Dr. 
Sun's relinquishment of the 
chief 


place in the new government was 
voluntary. He acted apparently with 
the intention of winning the respect 
of the world for the new republic, 
.hinking that a man branded in all the 
capitals as a revolutionist should not 


the chief beneficiary of the over- 


throw of the ancient rule. 


Dr. Sun's career and the" use which 


he made of the days o{ his greatest 
rawer, were a surprise to those who 
'ollowed the intricate affairs of China 
in the last two decades. He was re- 
garded as an outcast, an anachist 
working behind screens. When at las' 
the republic was proclaimed and the 
formal abdication of the little Manchu 
imperor was accomplished, the work 
set to work to reconstruct its opinion 
of the man at whose door the final 
revolution was laid. 


The fact that Dr. Sun worked so »1 


lently through most of his years 
makes the details of his early life mat 
ters of conjecture. One fragmentary 
narrative says that he was born in 
Hawaii, the son of a wealthy mer 
chant in the islands. 
More trust 


worthy authorities have it that he was 
born in Hong-Shan, a town of Kwang 
tung province in southern China 
Whatever the truth may be about hi 
birthplace, it is established that when 
he was a young man he was studying 
medicine under the guidance of an 
English physician in Hong Kong 
Thence he went to England and after 
study in a preparatory school was 
graduated from a medical college and 
returned to China. When Dr. Sun re- 
turned to China after his medica 
studies in England, he practiced the 
new medicine, despite the violent prej 
udice with which the science was me 
In the empire. He practiced in Ma 
cao, Hong Kong and Canton. 


Dr. Sun's revolutionary activities 


began at least eighteen years ago 
when he was twenty-flye years old 
Just where he began and to whom he 
first suggested that Chinamen shouli 
rule themselves, none but His closes 
friends know. His first methods, i 
appear, were peaceful. 


He. hoped that the principles of self 


government could be worked into the 
Chinese system without bloodshed 
He therefore set to work to breal 
through 
the 
conservatism 
which 


shielded the Manchu master*. He or 
(•nixed clubs of advanced thinkers 
among the young Chinese of the south 
It was not long that Dr. Sun was able 
to keep his activities within the 
bounds of peace. His first revolution 
that of 1896, was a pitiful failure. I 
centered in Canton, where the rule 
was- obnoxious to the young men of 
Dr. Sun's following. Word of the fail 
mn of the uprising was whispered to 
Dr. Son in time to allow him to leavi 
the country. He caught a steamer for 
the United States and escaped. A 
price had been upon hi* bead from the 
moment that his complicity 
In the 


Canton revolution .had been assured, 
and Chinese agents were searching 
for him everywhere.

Europe, Dr. Bun quietly strengthened: 
Mb forces until, condition* being con- 
sidered ripe for successful revolution; 
l*ss than a -year ago. he returned to 
China and took charge of the revolt
